' and had likewiſe brought their Cannon to our old Place of Arms, 
which is but a Piſto{-ſhot from the Fort, -which progreſs and bo'd 
Proceedings of theirs,put Colonel Sackville ( who ſucceeded Sir Pulmes 
Faireborne in his Command)upon calling'a Council of War, to con- 
ſult what was fit to be done, for that it appeared without ſome 
extraordinary Attion our new Work .would © be quickly in ſome 
diſtreſs; and in purſuance to the Reſolutions that were then taken. 
On Wedneſday the 27, by three of the Clock in the morning, the 
Gariſfon was in Arms,and ſuch care was taken, thatas well taken in 
drawing together our Men, as in their march out of the Town, ſo 
| great a ſilence was obferved, that although the Enemy had had Per- 
| | , oe on our very Walls, they cou'd not have takethe leaſt Alarm; our 
Foot was diſpoſed into ſix Battalions, one ofiwhich was compeſed of 
Seamen, under the Command of Vice-Admiral Herbert, and com- 
manded under him by Major Bazlay,the other Battalions being, com- 
manded by Major Hacket, Mayor Roynton, Captain Giles,Captain Bow- 
ey, and Captain Spor, the whole Party of Foot conſiſting of about 
1500 Men; The Horſe being ſeven "Troops, amounting, to 300, were 
| commanded, the Engliſh by Captain Nearby, Captain Cay, and Cap- 
| tain Langſton; the Spaniſhby Don Salvador de Hontfari? Don Marique 
de Moronia ( who coramands two Troops )and Dox Fernando Penatelo 
To amuſe and divert the Enemy, the Horſe belonging to the Mole, 
amounting to about 50 were ordered with Riders and a Trumpet at 
the head of them to March to the Spur at Peterborough-Tower, where 
we pitched ſeveral Colours, and had Drums appointed to beat aſtron 
Alarm , Captain Makenny with the Town-Horſe marching at, the \ 
head of them. On the other fide in the Bay where the Enemy had a 
Battery of 8 or 9 Guns, Admiral Herbert had appointed all the Boats 
of the Fleet with Waſte-cloaths and Colours, to make ſhew as if they 
| intended to attempt their Cannon ; both which-defigns, eſpecially 
the latter took very good effeAt;drawing a good number of the Fne- 
my from their Trenches, which appeared by. their pitching their 
Colours all a long the Coaſts, and firing at the Boats. A particular 
Attack was likewiſe ordered to be made out of Pule-Fort by 150 Men 
under the command of Captain Luzdy and Capraia Zume, upon the 
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1... _ Trends, where the Moors had begun a Gallery, in order to 


the Mineing the Fort, in which Sally Mr. Sheres, His Majeſties Sur- 


veyor General, to whoſe Valour and Advice much of our good ſuc- 
cels 15 to be attributed , was preſent. 

The Horſe marched firſt out of Catheriz P ort,and drew up in the 
Stockade juſt before it,then the Foot, and drew up according to the 
direction of Colonel Sackville, which was performed with fo great 
ſilence that the who'e party was almoſt drawn up, before the Moors 


took the Alarm. The diſpoſition of the ſeveral Diviſions, Advanced- 


Parties, and: Referves both of Horſe and Foot: was ordered in the 
moſt proper and Soldier-like manner the ground would permit., 
and the Poſts that were to be attacked required. When the Party 
was ready to advance, Colonel Sackville gave the. Signal to the Fort, 
xrom whence the Attack beforementioned upon the Enemies Gallery 
was to be firſt made ; Major Beckman the Ingineer Marched out with 
them to give directions about demoliſhing the Enemies Worke, and 
ſtopping their Mine; The' Attack proved a hot and very bloody 
piece of ſervice, by reaſon - of the Enemies having a greater Guard 
tliere than ordinary ; the two Captains that-commanded were im- 


mediately carried off dangerouſly wounded , as were moſt of theo-_ 


ther Officers, among which was Lieutenant Robinſon , and had not 
the Reſerve come timely to their relief, that Party had-run great 
hazard of being cut oft. By this time the whole Body was engaged), 
the Enemy very ſtubbornly diſputing every Line and Trer.ch where- 
in we attacked them, coming to Puſh of Pike, and handy-blows in 
ſeveral places; The particularities of every ACtion is hard to fet down; 
but after'we had beaten them fram their new Trenches, we advanc- 
e& to the old Line, where our Forts formerly ſtood, which was per- 
formed with great loſs on our fide ( there being not above 50 Men 
tett in one of the Battalions of'my Lord 7nckiquin's Regiment ) and 
2t length by levelling the Trenches made a patſlage for the Horſe”, 
through which-Caprain Nea7by with his Troop advanced upon the 
Enemy, as did likewiſe Do. Salvarer de Monforte , and Don Manri- 
que de Myronia ,' with theirs, who foind a pailagea little more to tle 
Right; upon: which the Moors turned their Backs , and betook 
 themſelves'to flight from all quarters , being purſued by gs an 
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& Foot, who made very great ſlaughter among them; Many oftheir 
Horſe pertormed very aaringly for the reſcue of their Foor, among 
which ſeverai citheir principaiMen tell. We purſ.cd them ſcattered ike 
| Sheep at leaſt a Mile anto the Country , ki ling ſeveral of them in the 
| very Campamong their Tents. We took two piece$ of Cannon, five 
| Colours, ſeveral Priſoners, and had- taken many more had they not 
' refuſed quarter, and killed. by computation about 500. After our 
| Horſeand Foot were retreated within our old Lines, which we poſ- 
' ſefſed from Famesto Monmonth Fort, we tell to filling and leveliing 
their Trenches, wherein we buried many of their Dead, who very 
' bravely loſt their lives 1n tie detence of them; we alſo took in an ad- 
ventageous ſpot of ground to our new Fortifications, which we forti- 
fied with. a good Stockace, from whence we diſcover the Bottom, 
 wherethe Enemy tEctore Jay in Covert from the Fort, and where 
they had begun their! Gallery in order to their Mine , 
which about three of the Clock. was fnithed , and then we 
retreated and march2d into the Town in very good order, the 
Enemy contrary to their caſtom permitting us to retire without the 
leaſt diſturbance. Some horrs after died S& Palmes Fairborne our 
Governorr , having firſt had the fatisfation to hear of our ſuccels , 
whole lo!s is very much lamented by the who'e Gari'on. | 
In the mean time {uch of the Enemies dead that remained unburied, 
being laid together near Catherine Port, Colonel Sackville our pre- 
'ſent Commander, writ to the Alcayde, oftering him leave to bury 
them: He, or fome body for him { for it is uncertain yet whether 
he be living or dead ) returned a very civil Anſwer, and accordingly 
the Moorstetcht off the Bodies, (and brought three of ours that re- 
| mained 1n the Field) in a very melancholy manner, examining ſeve- 
| * ral Heads with great care, many whereot they wrapt up in clean 
Linnen ; by which we diſcovered they were Men of Note .among 
them. One of them that fe'l we conciude to be the Acayde's Brother 
by ſeveral Papers that were found about him. | 
This 15 the fu'leſt Account we can as yet give you of fo g'orious 
anaRion, wich, though much is due to rhe Conduct and Bravery 
of Colonel Sackville, Vice Admiral Herbert, and all the Officers, 
as well as. te the undaunted Courage of the Soldiers, and among 


them 
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them the Spano Rerſo who all in their ſeveral Poſt behaved them- 
ſelves with as much Gallantry, as could poſſibly be ſhown by Men , 
yet muſt wholly Leatcribed to the Divine Aſliſtance and Prote&ion 
without which it would have been impoſlible for ſuch a handful 
of men to have ptrform'd what they did,” having attacked and de- | 
feated ſo numerous and daring Enemies , purſued them a mile toge- | 
ther, level'edand filled uptheir Lines and Trenches, Demoliſhed 
all their other Wo ks, and taken Cannon, Colours andPriſoners the 
merks cfan tntire Viſtory ; Of whichLieutenant-Colonel Talnaſh, | 
who was aſharer in the danger and honor of it, is gone for England 1 
to give his Majeſtiea particuiar Relation.
